PROCEEDINGS OF THE FOREIGN COMMITTEE, 


MONTHLY ABSTRACT. 


May 3d, 1836. Stated Meeting.—The Secretary and General 
Agent reported his having preached and made collections on Sun- 
day, April 24th, in St. James’ Church; St. John’s Church, Northern 
Liberties; and Trinity Church, Southwark, Philadelphia. Healso 
reported that he had visited Baltimore, preached, &c., on Sunday 
the 30th of April, in the forenoon in St. Paul’s Church; addressed 
the Sunday Schools of Christ Church and St. Peter’s, on the sub- 
ject of missions, in the afternoon ; and preached at night at Christ 
Church, in said city: that the Rev. Mr. Southgate sailed for Havre, 
France, in the packet ship Normandie, on the 24th of April, leaving 
with the Secretary and General Agenta report of his domestic agen- 
cy, and copies of the sermon preached by him at St. Paul’s Chapel, 
in this city, and of his address at the Farewell Meeting; which the 
Secretary and General Agent proposed should be published in a 
pamphlet, with the proceedings of this Committee in reference to 
the Persian Mission, the Committee’s letter of instructions, and 
an account of the Farewell Meeting in the Church of the Ascension. 

He further reported, that he had communicated the Committee’s 
vote of thanks to the Executive Committee of the American Tract 
Society for their last donation, and that he had received recent 
communications from the Rev. John H. Hill, the Rev. Hilliard 
Bryant, and the Rev. Dr. Robertson, in Greece. The letters alluded 
to were read and referred to the Committee on Missions to 
Greece. , 

Various other letters were laid before the Committee, read, and 
disposed of. Among them were, a letter from John Nitchie, Esq. 
General Agent and Assistant Treasurer of the American Bible 
Society, informing the Committee of his having shipped to Boston’ 
the Bibles and Testaments granted for the use of the Rev. Mr. 
Southgate, to be sent from thence to Constantinople; and another 
letter from the same gentleman, enclosing four thousand dollars 
granted to this Committee by the Managers of the American Bible 
Society for biblical operations by our Missionaries at Syra in 
Greece, and in China and Persia. 

~The Rev. Mr. Southgate’s report of his domestic agency was 
read, and directed to be filed. His sermon, with the other docu- 
ments mentioned in the report of the Secretary and General Agent, 
were directed to be printed together in a pamphlet form. i 

On the 17th of May, the time of the second Stated Meeting in 
that month, the Secretary and General Agent being absent ona

ROM THE REV. ASHBEL STEELE, MISSIONARY TO PENSACOLA, 
; FLORIDA. 


February 10, 1836. 


In making a brief statement, as required, of services and other 


facts and circumstances respecting this Mission, I would first ob-— 
serve, that my stated course of services on Sunday in the chureh 
in Pensacola, has been as follows :—the regular conducting of the 
devotions and teaching in the Sunday school from 9 o’clock until 
11 A. M., and then divine service and preaching. Afterward are 
divine service and preaching for the colored people at 4 o’clock, 
P. M., or in the evening, except when calls at the navy yard and 
other places have prevented. ; 
Besides this stated course of services on Sundays, I have made 
two excursions since my last report, and officiated and distributed 
Bibles, Testaments, Prayer-books, and Tracts in the small settle- 
“ments in the country around. Most urgent have been the calls 
* for me to repeat and extend these excursions, as hundreds of the 
poor tenants of the “ piny woods,” with others within 60 miles of 
this place, have not, from one year to another, any other means 
of hearing the preached Gospel.

There is reason to believe my last two reports were not receiv- 
ed by the Society. No copies of them were preserved, and there- 
fore [ can only say they contained a not unfavorable account of” . 
the Mission at this place. 

The services here are generally well attended by the citizens 
and visiters belonging to our Church; and, by God’s blessing, — 
very rarely have they failed to be administered on the Sundays 
and holydays of the calendar. For the last five months I have 
had almost continued sickness in my family, yet on but one Lord’s 
day have I been detained by it from the church, and then my 
place was supplied by the Rev. Mr. Neufville, of Savannah, who. 
was here on a visit. Much valuable assistance has been kindly ie 
rendered by the Rev. Mr. Thomas, of South Carolina, who pass- 
ed the last year in this place for the benefit of his health. To 
the Rev. Mr. Dyce, of Pennsylvania, we are also indebted for ~ 
much well-directed aid. ; 

In such time of alarm as is now caused by the war with the In- 5 
dians, you will not expect a minute account of my mission. I 
was at Jacksonville and Picolata last week, but for the Church 
nothing could be done. Every breast was torn with fear or with | 
vengeance. :

ee Vicksburg, (Mi.,) May 31, 1836. 
The Episcopalians of this city having expressed a wish that I 
should visit them with a view to the organization of an Episcopal 
church, I came here last week for that purpose, and am happy to 
have it in my power to say that Pggprospects of success in this 
enterprise are very far from being discouraging. On Sunday 
preached three times to numerous and attentive congregations, 
and last evening a meeting of the Episcopalians was held for the 
purposes of organizing an Episcopal church, and of concerting 
measures for the erection of a suitable house of worship. The 
results of the meeting were the election of wardens and vestry- 
men, the appointment of a committee of arrangements for the 
erection of a church, and of another committee for the purpose of, 
corresponding with you with a view to secure the services of an 
efficient clergyman at this point. > 

You will probably receive their communication about the same 
time that this reaches you, which I write, in order to enforce the 
application of that committee by the expression, on my part, of 
an earnest desire that a suitable clergyman may be sent'here as 
soon as possible. : 

There are few parts of our country, I should think, where there 
is a more favorable opening for the establishment of an Episcopal 
church than that which exists at present in the city of Vicksburg. 
The town is supposed to contain about three thousand inhabitants, 
and the rapidity with which it has increased within a short time 
is incredible. Of iy three thousand inhabitants, perhaps one 
thousand have been added to the population within a year or fif- 
teen months. The Episcopalians here are exceedingly desirous 
to have a clergyman settle among them, and I have been assured 
that they would liberally sustain an efficient minister of the Church. 
Cannot some suitable one of the young men who will shortly be 
ordained from the graduating class in the General Theological 
Seminary be induced to turn his attention to this important sphere 
of labor? The people of Vicksburg are shrewd and intelligent, 
and require for their clergyman a man of persevering zeal, pru- 
dence, and respectable talents; and one to whose discourses they 
could listen with respect and interest. I do most earnestly hope 
that the Committee may make immediate provision for the supply 
of this place. It is, I think I may safely say, healthy; and with 
a little prudence, there is not much to apprehend on the score of 


climate.

Natchez, June 3, 1836. 

I again request that the Committee for Domestic Missions may 
take immediate measures for securing to the Episcopalians of 
Vicksburg the services of an efficient clergyman. I can scarcely 
express the deep and solemn sense which I have of the importance 
VOL. I. 22 
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of that position. Indeed, there could not well be.a finer opening 
for the establishment of an Episcopal church than the one which 
now presents itself in that rising city. ’ 

There are fine openings also for the establishment of the church 
at Manchester, Columbus, and Woodville. At the latter place 
there is a church built, with an organ and every thing in readiness 
for. the regular ministrations of the church. If, therefore, in addi- 
tion to supplying Vicksburg, you could send three others to this 
State, they could be most usefully employed. 

It is thought that this parish (Natchez) can raise about one 
thousand dollars a year toward the support of Missionaries in the 
State. The Church at Vicksburg would contribute something, 
and Dr.-Merril is of opinion that Mississippi could support all the 
clergymen that could be sent to her. :

We shall never cease from the good cause till a church, 
worthy of our rising city, is erected, and a parsonage house, and a 
suitable salary for the support of a worthy pastor, are provided. 
A man of eloquence and sound piety, to bring back to our fold 
many stray sheep who have naturally wandered amongst other 
flocks, would find here a field for exertion worthy of his labors, 
and the result I know would be encouraging. 


FROM THE REY. RICHARD F. CADLE, MISSIONARY AT NAVARINO, 
WISCONSIN TERRITORY, AND OTHERS, 


: Navarino, May 31, 1836. 

The Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen of Christ Church, Green 
Bay, respectfully represent that in consequence of the formation 
of the Territory of Wisconsin, which will be organized on the 3d 
of July next, they will become separated, as they conceive, from, 
the diocese of Michigan, which will be limited by the boundaries — 
of that State. A portion of the Territory of Wisconsin extends 
west of the Mississippi river, and borders on the State of Missouri, 


and we are thus brought into contact with the diocese over which ~ 


the Rt. Rev. Jackson Kemper, D. D., presides. We are anxious 
to have the benefit of his supervision ; and we are fully persuaded 
that, if the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society would allow 
him to extend his care to Wisconsin, great good would be done 
to the cause of the Protestant Episcopal Church within this Terri- 
tory. Itis, in our judgment, of much importance that the found- 
ations of the Church should be laid simultaneously with those of 
the settlements of the country; and probably no other bishop 
could s@ conveniently lend his aid to the effecting of such object, 
throughout the entire extent of the Territory, as Bishop Kemper 
could. We pray, therefore, that the Territory of Wisconsin may 
be placed under his jurisdiction.

. January 27, 1836. 

You have doubtless before now, received my communications 
detailing the principal incidents of our journey, and announcing 
our safe and happy arrival. I have now before me the pleasing 
task of attempting to convey to you the impressions which I have 
received during the short time I have been here. 

Though prepared by universal report to expect in Mr. and 
Mrs. Hill,in their character and success, every thing to admire, I 
can truly say that my expectations have not been disappointed, in 
° regard to their private and domestic character. I have, in the 

unaffected cordiality of my reception, and in the kind attentions 
which I have since received, a satisfactory guarantee that my situ- 
. ation in their family will be most agreeable and happy—that

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whatever qualifications I may possess will be duly appreciated, 
and that all my deficiencies and infirmities will meet with due in- 
dulgence. 

In regard to their character as missionaries, it is enough to say, 
that it is a sufficient, and the only, explanation of their unparal- 
leled success. And now-in regard to their success—the great 
work, which by their instrumentality is going forward here—as I 


had no adequate idea of it before my arrival, so I can hope to convey | 


none, by any description which I can give ;—properly to appre- 
ciate it, one must be on the spot. He must witness with his own 
eyes the degraded material, the patient persevering process, and 
the finished and glorious result. _He must see the squalid, naked, 
starved daughter of poverty, superstition, and wretcliedness, con- 
verted into the smiling intelligent Christian lady—and must be- 
hold the delighted mother adnriring with tears of joy and grati- 
tude, this wonderful transformation,—receiving for the first time, 
the blessed Gospel from the lips of her renovated child, and re- 
vering, I had almost said adoring, the disinterested and devoted 
stranger, who had come from a distant country to be the bene- 
factress of herself and her little ones. 


I esteem it fortunate, that I arrived-here in time to witness the. 


annual review and examination of the schools. It took place on 
the 6th of January, the Christmas of the Greek Church. Owing 
to the inclemency of the weather, and lingering cases of the epi- 
demic, which has prevailed here, only about three fourths of the 
usual number of scholars were present; but a more interesting 
scene I certainly never witnessed. Two of the largest apart- 
ments of the school house were chosen for the occasion. One of 
them occupied by the Jarger boys, between the ages, perhaps, of 
six and fifteen, and amounting to about one bundged and fifty, 
and the other by the smaller boys and the girls, to the number of 
about two hundred. In the -latter apartment, and extending 
nearly the whole length of it, wasa large table, containing books, 
articles of clothing, sweetmeats, &c., for presents to the children, 
and also examples of work from the department of industry, 
The latter, considering that the children of this department, but 
a few months before, knew absolutely nothing, exhibited a sur- 
prising improvement, and would have been creditable to any in- 
stitution of the kind in any country. This subject is not unwor- 
thy, as some may suppose, the attention of the missionary. For 
it may be in vain, that these poor orphans receive that “ knowledge 
which is able to make them wise unto salvation” unless they are 
provided also with the means of a respectable livelihood, that 
they may thereby be placed above the power of those temptations 
which the pressure of extreme indigence might render irresistible. 

After exercises in reading, &c., a Christmas hymn was sung, 
which had been composed for the occasion by one of the teach- 
ers. And it was truly affecting to hear their sweet, melodious 
voices, ascribing glory to Gop in the highest, and to our divine 


Si . 
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Saviour. This performance (a copy of which I send you) par- 
ticularly the two last stanzas, accompanied with the interesting 
associations of the place and performance affected my mind be- 
yond any thing of the kind that lever heard. The exercises were 
closed by delivering the presents, and among these, it was mani- 
fest by the delighted countenances of the little recipients that the 
books were the most highly valued. 

It may serve to show the high estimation in which these schools 
are held here, to observe that the following distinguished individ- 
uals were present on the occasion. The Baron H , Aid-de- 
Camp and Grand Equerry of the King of Greece; Gen. deG 4 
and Col. de P. , of the suite of the King of Bavaria, who is 
here on a visit: the two latter, at the request of the King of Ba- 
varia, who was prevented from attending himself by urgent busi- 
ness; Sir E. L , the British Minister, with his two daughters : 
Ww. W , Esq., Secretary of the British Legation. All these 

entlemen, from their countenances and their language, were 
evidently highly gratified. 

A fei words in regard to myself. For the present, and for 
some time to come, my attention must be principally directed to 
the languages—the Greek and the French—the latter if not abso- 
ljutely necessary, is certainly very important to a missionary here. 
Now, to speak and write these languages well, to the high and 
the low as occasion may require, is not the acquisition of a day 
oramonth. However, in the meantime I can make myself use- 
ful in various ways. Mr. Hill has every Sunday an English ser- 
vice in his own house, for the benefit of his own family and all 
others who please to be present. This service is attended, and 
highly valued, by several individuals connected with the govern- 
ment, naval,officers, and others who are transiently here. In 
these duties, of course I can immediately take a part. As it will 
be perceived that my leisure must be small, my friends, I hope, 
will not expect too much of me by way of correspondence. It 
is true I am in the midst of all that is beautiful in nature and 
art, and they receive from me a due measure of admiration. As 
I pass these celebrated ruins, or from some eminence survey the 
rich landscape, I pay my tribute as sincerely as any of the pil- 
grims who treasure up their sweet influences for transportation. 
But I have not come here to act the amateur or antiquarian, to 
write elegantly, to sketch beautifully, to apostrophize eloquently 
the illustrious dead; my business is here with the living—with 
Greece not in the glory of the past, but in her present affliction 
and humiliation. This consideration I hope will suffice to account 
for my silence in regard to most of the objects of classical inter- 
est with which this place abounds. 

P. S._ I wish to say to those gentlemen in our seminaries who 
are thinking of Greece as the field of their future labor, that they 
should turn their attention to Crete as a most eligible location. 
This island contains 120,000 souls, 80,000 of whom are Greeks. 
Though at present it is attached to the Turkish empire, negotia- 
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tions are understood to be now pending which will probably re- 
sult in its cession to the kingdom of Greece. However should 
the decision be otherwise, no obstacle would be presented to the 
establishment of a missivn there. Mr. Hill, on a recent visit to 
the island, was earnestly solicited by the official authorities to es- 
tablish schools among them. In truth the whole country is open 
to missionary effurts, and urgent and repeated solicitations are re- 
ceived from every quarter for laborers.

FROM A LETTER OF THE REV. DR. ROBERTSON, MISSIONARY AT 
SYRA, GREECE. 


I have to communicate to you the ratification of the pledge 
given me some time since by the Minister of the Interior, that I 
should have permission for the free circulation of our publications 
in all parts of the realm. The following is a literal translation 
of the decree: 


“In answer to your application of August 31st, to this office, 
by virtue of the 2d article of the royal decree of the 23d Decem- 
ber, we grant you permission to sell or distribute freely, within 
the kingdom of Greece, the books contained in the catalogue pre- 
sented by you. 

‘“We inform you also, that we have issued a circular to the 
nomarchs of the realm, by which we acquaint them regarding 
this measure, and we call upon them not to interpose any hin- 
derance, either to yourself or to any other to whom you may give 
in charge the sale or distribution of the books mentioned in your 
catalogue.” 

Signed by the Acting Minister of the Interior, 
G. PRAIDEs. 


This is precisely according to the arrangement made with the 
Minister when I was in Athens in July last. It gives me all the 
liberty I wish. Hereafter I have only to add to the catalogue, 
from time to time, such new works as I desire to circulate, and 
the permision will be extended to them. Thus all hinderance is 
removed out of my way, and by this arrangement of sending in a 
catalogue and copies of my books to government, the mouths of 
gain-sayers' are stopped. } 

I here add the translation of a letter received a few weeks since, 
from the Bishop of Drama, in Macedonia. ; 

“ Str—Receiving safely with thanks your offerings to us, both 
the sealed package and the other books, we acknowledged and 
still acknowledge ourselves indebted to your learned reverence. 
Praising with thankful voices, your exceeding generosity, and love 
of learning; persuaded, moreover, that our youth will again re- 
ceive the patronage of your learned reverence, we beseech you 
also to furnish us some school cards for reading and arithmetic,

capable of containing one hundred male pupils, the half of whom 
have been already cmppcies together.

It gives. me pleasure to state, that a few days since, duri my 
absence, the Constitution frigate, Commodore Elliott, was here, 
and that both himself spaggticers showed the kindest attenti 
to my wife and family, and a very warm interest in or Mission 
ary operations. The Commodore, after visiting the dhool h 
hig officers, invited my wife to bring all th per 2 of the school 
n board, and sent his boats for them. e children were taken 

fhibogh the ship to see its different parts, and hen somes witha 
good supply of biscuit, to their great delight, as well as to the 
amusement of the crew. We have the promise of another visit 
in the course of the winter, These things have a favorable effect 
upon our operations, and are gratifying to ourselves, especially in 
this unattractive isle, where we so seldom see a fellow-countryman. 
I had interchanged a few words with the Commodore, about a 
week before, while lying in quarantine at the Pireus, and he had 
the goodness to send me some American papers. °

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM A HIGHLY RESPECTABLE ENGLISH 


“GENTLEMAN, RESIDENT IN ATHENS, TO HIS FRIEND AT ‘ : 
NEW-YORK. :

Athens, 10th February, 1836. 

Dear Str—In a day or two we are to lose our dear friend Mrs. 
Hill. She has decided that a further and still severer sacrifice at 
this time is necessary to secure her labor of love, or rather, to 
warm the hearts of her friends to the degree at which her own 
thermometer of charity stands. Now, though it may, under these 
circumstances, seem presumptuous in me to offer any remarks to 
you, to whom her testimony will come with the force of truth, 
yet I trust some brief notices of the present f things here, 

Ise 
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from one unprejudiced and independent of the bias of any 
association, may not be wholly withoutinterest. Great have been 
the changes in this country since the evening we passed together, 
nearly two years since, at Epidaurus. I think I may declare with 
truth, that the fulfilment of our hopes has been delayed, not render- 
ed impossible; and the progress of the country has been retarded, 
not stopped. The elastic power of the Greek character, soil and 
_ climate, is too great to be overcome by any impediments. 

As far as the influence of general affairs affect the American 
Mission, I should say it is more advantageous than the prospects 
and projects of any private person in this capital, since you were 

ere. 

. The royal beneficiaries have been nominated, and. an equal 
number of girls as interesting for manners, disposition and per- 
sonal attractions, can hardly, I think, be found in any country, or 
any class of society. It is impossible to see them, much Jess 
know them, without the tenderest interest. It is, too, highly satis- 
factory thet they are natives of almost every part of Greece. 

You yourself were the judge of the importance of the erection 


- 


of the school-house. Without it, no school of an extent worthy. 


the present current expense could have existed. The building 
of the mission house I hold upon the same principles, to have 
been a judicious measure. The site is commodious, spacious, 
and convenient, in the most healthy and best quarter of the town, 
and the buildings erected or planned in its immediate neighborhood 
will protect it from nuisances. The house is worthy ofits object, 
respectable in appearance, and very well built; and the happy 
coincidences whichenabled Mr. Hill to effect this object have saved 
the society much annual expense, as they also save Mr. Hill’s family 
and inmates, great inconvenience, ill health, and much loss of 
time. In fact, I know not, in the great demand for houses in this 
quarter of Athens, how the Mission could have maintained its 
position with any comfort or propriety without a house of its own, 


The present one, I am well convinced, could now be disposed of, 


to a profit on the cost. Of the actual efficiency of the school, it, 
is not for me to speak. In spite of the ravages of the fever last 
summer and fall, upward of four hundred appeared in the great 
room at Christmas; a sight of the deepest interest. The manage-~ 
ment and plan seem just as when you were here, but the elder 
pupils being older are more useful; nor am I aware of any disap- 
pointment in the hopes and the character and usefulness of. the, 
elder girls, four of whom (a fifth retained at home from ill health). 
are without doubt among the most interesting young females in 
Greece, either ina religious, moral, or national point of view.. The 
Cretan episode of Elizabeth will, f trust, prove as deeply attract- 
ive to you in America, as it did to us in Athens; that she.should 
have produced so much effect in her mother’s house and village, is 
not indeed surprising, from her appearance, deportment, and reli-, 
gious feeling, for she seems the very personification of industry, 
sentiment, and feeling. But I trust that this simple girl’s success 
My 
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in an incidental Missionary work may Jead to some effort in that 
quarter, should your Society have the intention of extending their 
field of labor in that region. The state of the government schools 
here seems to render those of the Mission stil] more important, for 
they are neither so numerous, well attended, nor zealously super- 
intended, as to take away any of the importance from the latter ; 
neither, I believe, are there any female schools, for any class, a 
grand national desideratum, especially among a people so preco- 
cious in intellect and warm in affections, and consequently so open 
to the influences of the female character. 

How delightful is it to contemplate the great ramifications of 
influence which the young girls now in our institution will put in 
action when they become female teachers, or many of the boys 
who may become, by and by, Didaskaloi. The other day I rode to 
Inarousi, a village of five hundred inhabitants, in the plain, seven or 
eight miles from hence. The poor people had zealously ornament- 
ed their church, although the third of their houses were still in ruins. 
On the south side of the church the Didaskalos sat beneath the 
sunny wall with five little boys round him, the youngest of whom 
read his lesson with great rapidity and accuracy; but the poor 
man had but two books for them all, and these were the wretched 
Venetian extracts from the liturgy in ancient Greek, so that the 
pupils did not understand one word of their book, notwithstanding 
their utmost proficiency. The only means the poor master used 
in teaching arithmetic, was writing a part of the multiplication 
table on a scrap of paper. This was the only instruction going 
on at Inarousi, one of the largest villages of the plain, within 
seven miles of the capital, where the people had shown their good 
disposition, and where the Prime Minister and his family passed 
two or three months last summer. Not a single intelligible book 
existed there for children, in their own language. How, then, 
must the general school have been carried into effect in more re- 
mote places?) We saw afterward groups of intelligent children 
at the cottage doors, and one little Eleutheria, still in the bonds 
of ignorance, would, Iam sure, have drawn a large contribution 
of dollars from your Society’s fund for the schools of Inarousi, 
could she have been seen in the Committee rooms in New-York. 
May the time come when she and her companions may enjoy, 
directly or indirectly, the effects of your Society's benevolence. 

I must not close this letter without saying how deep an interest 
the British Minister takes in the American schools, and in the 
mission, to which he is a most zealous and indefatigable friend, as 
well from principle as feeling. He assured me the other day that 
they had, too, the decided approbation and protection of the head 


of the King’s government. The personal civility which I see 


paid by Count'Armansperg and the immediate attendants of the 
King, (such as the Chamberlain, Physician, Master of the Horse, 
&e.) to Mr. Hill, are also of such a nature, as to insure, in any case 
which may require it, immediate access to his Majesty. Need I add

that Mr. and Mrs, Hill have acquired the regard and esteem of all 
those whom they would think worth conciliating, or who are suf- 
ficiently enlightened to render their opinions of weight or value? 
I trust that we may very soon have a Protestant chapel adjoining 
the premises of the mission. The Protestant cemetery already 
exists, and thus the outward signs of evangelical light are gradually 
surrounding the first standard planted three years since in the 
Agora. Believe me, dear Sir, that your Society cannot have a 
. fairer field of exertion; Greece once awakened to truth, the ancient 
characters of Ionia and Macedonia must soon be recalled into 
existence. 

P. S. I have omitted to mention that the trial by jury has 
been established, and conducted with great regularity and success, 
It extends at present only to criminal cases. The Areopagos sits; 
two inferior courts are also in full operation; and all evidence 
which admits of it, is given viva voce. I trust that it will be thought 
that every step Greece advances in political organization, renders 
the effurts made for her religious and moral improvement still 
more important, inasmuch as individuals effect greater results in 
a civilized than uncivilized state. Should a high school be added 
hereafter to the American Episcopal establishment, I have no 
doubt the future legislators and statesmen of Greece will be 
found to have been its scholars, and thus a religious and moral 
influence may be infused into the mass of society here. The 
Greeks are too poor to go abroad for education, and the semina- 
ries likely to be established, are not likely to raise the standard 
of mind. ; 


FROM JAMES THOMPSON, MISSIONARY TEACHER AT CAPE PALMAS, 
AFRICA. 


Harper, Maryland Ter., Feb. 11, 1836. 

In consequence of the detention at Monrovia of your letter of 
July last, [ received no communication from you, in reply to mine 
which I wrote you last March, until the 28th ult., at which time 
I had almost despaired of ever again hearing from you respecting 
the Church, School, Mission, or any thing of the kind; so that 
you may very well imagine how overjoyed I was at the reception 
of a letter so interesting and gratifying—appointing me to a sta- 
tion, though arduous and difficult, yet such a one as I have been, 
for the last four or five years, anxiously aiming to fill. You may 
depend upon it my mind and thoughts were not idle in regard to 
the plans to be pursued, after perusing the contents, ; 

T was somewhat inclined to think, that our Episcopalians at 
home were about to throw the burthen, a part of which they are 
in duty bound to bear, altogether on other denominations, allow- 
ing poor perishing Africa to sink deeper and deeper in her ruins, 
without the offer of one faint glimmering ray to shine upon her 
mass of darkness; one word of Christianity and reason to out- 
root her deeply implanted heathenish superstition; or one kind 
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friend to take her from the bewildering labyrinth, and guide bh 
into the beautiful path that leads to civilization, to Christianity, 
to happiness, and ultimately to Gop. But thanks be to the Al- 
mighty Author and Giver of all good things that he has moved th 
hearts of our brethren at home to so great, so noble a design, a 
the proposing of the establishment of a Mission in Africa for the 
purpose of meliorating the religious, as well as the moral char- 
acter of her children. 

The character of the natives of this place is quite favorable to 
our object. They entertain the kindest feelings toward us; are 
hospitable and tractable; and are very anxious to have schools 
established among them. They are somewhat advanced in civi- 
lization, having acquired considerable knowledge of civilized life, 
from the natives and settlers of the English settlements near us. 
I may also add, in favor of a location here, that in the office which 
I hold here, [have gained great esteem among these people, and 
also command a good deal of respect and influence. With all 
these considerations in view, [hope the Committee will not consider 
me injudicious and hasty in the selection, or rather in the accept- 
ance of a piece of ground, in dimension about ten acres, three 
miles from the Cape; especially when they hear that I have not 

‘been rash in my choice, but have consulted the opinion of such a 
man as Dr. James Hall, our present Agent, who leaves this place 
for Monrovia, where he intends to remain until an opportunity 
offers to leave the coast for the United States, for the purpose of 
recruiting his health. Dr. Hall will, no doubt, hand you this let- 

ter, and from him you may obtain all necessary information con- 
cerning the location of Missions, &c. The Committee will please to 
remember that Dr. Hall is an ardent friend to the Episcopal Church, 
and it is through him and from him, as Agent of the American 
Colonization Society, Lhave had granted to the Episcopal Society 
the beautiful piece of land before mentioned, without any compen- 
sation whatever; whereas, had I attended to the first proposition 

of the Committee, I might have wasted the greater part of the 
money which they authorized me to draw for, in an apparently 
useless undertaking, which would have been a great waste of funds 
and time. I thought the last proposition that was made by the 
Committee the most acceptable one, namely, that of allowing me 
to select such a site for the mission buildings as, in the opinion 
of myself and friends, will combine the greatest advantages. I 
therefore took advantage of it, and did accordingly. 

As Ihave a strong desire that the funds which the Committee 
receive for Africa, should be Jaid out economically, and as advan- 
PETA as possible, I will, by permission, recommend the fol- 

owing important hints to their consideration, When desirous to 
forward funds to this Colony, it would be well to send out such 
goods as are saleable on this coast, for the purchase of provisions, 
etc,, for the children, as they are not to be procured with any 
thing else. IfI see fit to use any of these goods for myself, I 
shall place them in my account against my salary, if approved by 
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the Committee, as also all the funds that I may from time to time 
receive from them, and charge the amouuts appropriated or ex- 
pended for the use of the Mission, specially to the Committee. 
On the first day of March next, God willing, I shall opena school 
in my own house, under the charge of my wife, and there continue 
it until the mission houses are built, which cannot be in less than 
four or five months hence. 

In the meantime, I shall be engaged in superintending the build- 
ings, and use al] means to expedite the work with all speed possi- 
ble; and also superintend the school. We have no less than 
nine native kings subject to us, some of whose children, as well as 
those of the head men, I intend to take as boarders. They, no 
doubt, will be means of influencing the other children to come to 
our school. I propose having a sort of manual labor school also; 
but in such case, it will cost something for agricultural tools, 
which I can procure from the public store, though at rather a 
high rate; but the profits accruing from the children’s labor 
will, no doubt, more than doubly exceed the cost of their tools, as 
I have designed that, if possible, they should raise a great part of 
the vegetables they are to eat. 

Accompanying this, the Committee will receive a bill of goods 
bought of Capt. Josiah Gould, of Baltimore, Maryland, for the 
payment of which I have drawn on the Treasurer of the Com- 
mittee. In my next, I will render a copy of daily accounts of 
the appropriation of goods received by me. : 

Some of the gentlemen of the Committee, on seeing these bills 
and accounts, will, doubtless think rather strange of my bartering 
such goods for labor, provisions, etc.; but we cannot pay any 
debts here, excepting to colonists, if we have not goods, as there 
are very few cash dealing natives here. 

P. S.—March 17th 1836. Owing to unavoidable circumstan- 
ces, [ was disappointed of the opportunity of sending this letter as 
I intended, but Dr. Hall has since returned from Monrovia with 
a person to succeed me in my office, and as he intends to leave 
this place again in a few days for Monrovia, and there take ship 
for the United States, I thought I would add something more to 
the abuve. A 

I disconnected myself from the Agency of this place, as I be- 
fore proposed, on the first of March, and I have since then com- 
menced my school, which at present consists of two girls and five 
boys, who live with me, and several other native boys that reside 
with colonists. I could have a great many more had I a house 
in which to accommodate them. As it will be some time before 
the proposed mission house will be finished, I have concluded tuo 
build a temporary native house on my lot in town, as a receptacle 
and school for the children, which will be completed in a day or 
two. As the cost of it will be small, not exceeding ten or fifteen 
dollars, I thought it better to put up such a building, in which 
I can accommodate twenty or thirty children, than wait some five 
or six months before I began the school. 
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CHINA. 


Since this number was put to press, letters have been received 
from the Rev. Messrs. Hanson and Lockwood, our Missionaries to 
China. They convey the gratifying intelligence, that the Lord 
_has prospered them in their effort to obtain a suitable location ; 
and that they are now pleasantly situated at Batavia, where great 
facilities are offered to qualify them for the work upon which they 
have entered. 

It will be remembered, that in pursuance of the advice of the 
Rev. Mr. Gutzlaff, and others, whose experience gave their opin- 
ion.much weight, Messrs. Hanson and Lockwood determined to 
take up their residence, for the present, at Singapore, as affording 
the most facilities in prosecuting their stady of the language, and 
in qualifying them for active effort. 

It will, however, be gratifying to the Church to Jearn that dur- 
ing their residence at Batavia, the Missionaries will have frequent 
opportunities of being actively useful among the American and 
English residents, and in a short time even among the Malays 
and Chinese there. Mr. Hanson expresses himself with much 
confidence, that in a few months Mr. Lockwood wil] be able 
to preach in the Malay language. We have, therefore, the satis- 
faction of believing, that while our Missionaries to China are 
preparing themselves for their original destination, they will also 
have opportunities of preaching the Gospel to benighted Heathen. 
Let the prayers of the Church be faithfully offered, that they 
may be daily strengthened and encouraged in their work. 

The communications of the Rev. Messrs. Hanson and Lock- 
wood, are in great part occupied with a statement of the pequniary 
concerns of the Mission, and with other matters not of general 
interest. The letter from Mr. Hanson, which is more minute in 
its details, we are compelled to defer to the next number. The’ 
following extract contains that part of Mr. Lockwood's letter, 
which is of general interest to the Church. It is dated Batavia, 
February 29th, and addressed to the former Secretary. 


Rev, and Dear Sir—Our last communications to the | 

» were forwarded from Singapore,* and contained information of our 
“intention to come to this place. We also sent some papers writ- 

ten by Mr. Medhurst, showing the principal reasons that induced 

us to change our purpose of remaining at Singapore. We went 
on board a Dutch brig at that place, on Saturday the 12th De- 
cember, and arrived here on the 22d of the same month, 


* These have not been received, 
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The situation of things we have found fully as favorable to the 
prosecution of our objects as had been represented. The field of 
Missionary ]abor among the Chinese and Malay population, is im- 
mense; and what is more, there are no important obstacles in the 
way of its being improved. The opportunities of intercourse with 
every sort of people here, are unlimited. You may go out at any 
time of the day, and to almost any place, and find multitudes of 
people to whom you may preach, distribute books, or converse 
on any subject without fear of interruption; and may be certain 
of being always received with respect, if not with serious attention. 
The Chinese here, are, to a great extent, free from that national 
prejudice against foreigners, which in their own country forms so 
strong a barrier against all efforts todo them good. They acquire 
more correct opinions of other nations, as well as of their own; 
but their characteristic Jove of money seems by no means abated. 
The Malays are generally an inferior class to the Chinese, both in 

_ point of intelligence and wealth. The common laborers and ser- 
vants are all from among them, while the Chinese generally disdain 
to submit to such drudgery. The language of ordinary intercourse 
is the Malay; to the study of which I have been devoting a small 
portion of time each day. Among foreigners, also, whose respec- 
tive languages are not understood by each other, it is used. As 
all persons who intend to remain here longer than six weeks, are 
obliged by law to ask permission from the government to do so; 
we made a visit to Bintenzorg, the residence of the Governor 
General, a short time ago, for the purpose of presenting our peti- 
tion. Our company consisted of four besides ourselves, Mr. Med- 
hurst, Mr. Arms, lately arrived from the American Board, a Dutch 
Missionary, and a young manassisting Mr. Medhurst, Mr. Young. 
We started in a post coach a little after 5 o’clock in the morning, 
and performed the journey in about four hours—a distance of 36 
miles, over a most excellent road, and through a charming coun- 
try. From the inn we sent up a note with our names to the Gov- 
ernor, requesting an interview, and soon after received an invita- 
tion to dine. We were received in a friendly manner, and his 
Excellencyappeared to take some interest in our object, as well as 
in Missions generally. He informed us, however, that as he is 
about to be superseded in office and to return to Holland, our pe- 
‘tition would go before his successor; but that it would undoubt- 
edly be favorably received, and that we should meet with no dif- 
ficulty in pursuing our objects. In the petition it was required to 

state our names, profession, and country ; our purpose in coming 

‘here, with a brief account of the society under whose direction 
we had come out, and our wishes to remain, This was translated 
into Dutch before being sent. We have not yet had a reply, but 
expect it soon; for which a stamp-duty of about $40 each will be 
required. As Brother Hanson gives a more detailed account of 
our proceedings, it will be unnecessary for me to do so.
